REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Bartlett:— 


I have the honor to submit for your considera- 
tion my second annual report of the condition and 
progress of your schools. 

Owing to the scarcity of qualified teachers, and 
for the reason that the school at Goodrich Falls was 
small, it. was decided to close this school and convey 
the pupils to the Glen school. This has proved to 
be a good move, although the school at Glen is rath- 
er overcrowded. Before the school is opened at 
Goodrich Falls, the school house must be remodelled 
to meet the State requirements. 

The Lower Bartlett school house has been re- 
modelled, and is now the best house in the town. 
The work is not quite complete, but a very little more 
remains to be done, and the State officials who have 
inspected it express their approval. 

The school work among some of the schools ‘has 
been broken up somewhat by the outbreak of skin 
diseases. These matters should have been recog- 
‘nized sooner and prompt measures taken to remedy 
them. 

Transportation. 


As stated, the pupils’ from Goodrich Falls have 
been conveyed to Glen, and little trouble has been 
experienced in keeping the pupils comfortable. The 
same conveyance from Hill Town thas been secured 
and has given excellent satisfaction. The same 
transportation to Bartlett Special District has been in 
use as last year. 

Enumeration. 


I found on taking the census that there were 39

girls and 42 boys or 42 more than were reported last 
year.

As you see I have made this report short. But 
I hope that I have said all that is necessary. The 
school work on the whole is satisfactory. The great 
war is over, but its results are still with us. High- 
er and still higher prices in everything is the rule. 
The salary of teachers must reach a higher mark, 
as they are not as high as the prices paid to other 
workers. But we shall try to obtain the best teach- 
ers possible,
